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THE FINANCIAL FLOW AND BALANCE 
SHEET ACCOUNTS 1961 - 1979 


Since the autumn of 1969, Statistics Canada has 
published a set of detailed financial flow accounts for 
the Canadian economy on a quarterly basis. While 
year-end data for financial assets and liabilities for se- 
lected sectors and sub-sectors of the financial flows 
system were published previous to 1976 in the fourth 
quarter publication of the Financial Flow Accounts, 
it was only in the spring of 1976 that the first esti- 
mates of a set of partial balance sheet accounts, inte- 
grated with the financial flows, were published for 
the years 1970-1972.1 In 1977 these partial balance 
sheet accounts — only financial, not tangible, assets 
and liabilities are covered — were revised and ex- 
tended to be coterminous with the existing financial 
flow accounts for the period 1961 - 1976. These esti- 
mates together with annual financial flows data were 
published in Financial Flow Accounts, Volume II 
(Catalogue 13-563) in November 1977. Since then, 
estimated end of year outstandings have been re- | 


vised and updated every year and the most recent+ 


two years’ data are regularly published in the fourth 
quarter Financial Flow Accounts (Catalogue 13-002). 

The present publication represents an historical re- 

vision and updating of the complete time series of 
annual financial flows and end of year outstandings 

for the period 1961-1979. As noted below, the 

present balance sheet accounts suffer from a number 

of deficiencies and are of a provisional nature at this 

stage. 


It has generally been recognized that data on fi- 
nancial transactions or financial flows by themselves 
are inadequate for a number of purposes and need to 
be complemented by balance sheet information. The 
body of economic theory, for example, which is most 
germane to the interpretation of the financial system 
is largely couched in terms of stocks or levels rather 
than flows. Within this body of economic theory, 
the flows are typically viewed as a consequence of a 
series of adjustments designed to transform actual 
balance sheet positions into desired balance sheet 
positions. 


National balance sheet accounts have, for some 
time, been regarded as an integral part of the overall 
system of national accounts and appear as a compo- 
nent of the present System of National Accounts 
(SNA) of the United Nations.2 Since the stocks of

LES COMPTES DES FLUX FINANCIERS ET DE 
BILAN 1961 -1979 


Depuis l’automne de 1969, Statistique Canada publie tous 
les trimestres, une série de comptes détaillés des flux finan- 
ciers de l’économie canadienne. Bien que des données de fin 
d’année sur l’actif et le passif financiers de secteurs et de 
sous-secteurs choisis du systéme des flux financiers aient été 
publiées avant 1976 dans l’édition du quatriéme trimestre des 
Comptes des flux financiers, ce n’est qu’au printemps de 
1976 que les premiéres estimations d’une série de comptes 
partiels de bilan, intégrés aux comptes des flux financiers, 
ont été publiées pour les années 1970-19721. En 1977, ona 
révisé et étendu ces comptes partiels de bilan, qui compren- 
nent l’actif et le passif financiers mais non corporels, pour les 
faire porter sur la méme période (1961-1976) que les 
comptes existants des flux financiers. Ces estimations, ainsi 
que les données annuelles sur les flux financiers, ont paru 
dans les Comptes des flux financiers, volume II, n° 13-563 au 
catalogue, en novembre 1977. Depuis, les estimations des en- 
cours a la fin de l’année sont révisées et mises a jour chaque 
année et les données des deux années les plus récentes sont 
réguli¢rement publiées dans l’édition du quatriéme trimestre 
des Comptes des flux financiers (n° 13-002 au catalogue). 
La présente publication est une révision et une mise a jour 
de l’ensemble des séries chronologiques des flux financiers 
annuels et des encours 4a la fin de l’année pour la période 
allant de 1961-1979. Comme on le verra plus loin, les 
comptes de bilan actuels comportent un certain nombre de 
lacunes et il faut les considérer comme provisoires en leur 
état actuel. 


Il est généralement admis que les données sur les tran- 
sactions financiéres ou les flux financiers, prises isolément, ne 
répondent pas a certains besoins et doivent étre complétées 
par des données de bilan. Par exemple, la théorie économique 
qui se préte le mieux 4 l’interprétation du systéme financier 
raisonne généralement plus en termes de stocks qu’en termes 
de flux; ces derniers y sont surtout considérées comme la 
conséquence des adjustements destinés 4 rapprocher de la 
situation désirée la situation réelle du bilan.

financial instruments are as much a part of the pic- 
ture as are the transactions in financial instruments, 
a set of balance sheet accounts can be a useful aid in 
describing the dimensions of the financial system, in 
exploring the effects of a variety of influences on the 
financial system as well as in studying the influences 
of the financial system on non-financial economic 
activity. Experience also suggests that in the case of 
certain instruments, the flows are extremely difficult 
to interpret even in a loose judgmental way in the ab- 
sence of information on outstandings. 


The Canadian Balance Sheet Accounts and 
the National and Sector Balance Sheet Ac- 
counts of the United Nations 


The present system of balance sheet accounts have 
some obvious omissions and shortcomings when com- 
pared to the guidelines proposed by the United Na- 
tions.3 The sector balance sheets in the United Na- 
tions system are complete including both financial 
and non-financial assets, liabilities, and net worth; 
whereas, the present Canadian accounts are most ac- 
curately described as a set of partial balance sheets. 
The balance sheets are incomplete since they are re- 
stricted to data on financial assets and liabilities. At 
a later date, it may be possible to incorporate data 
for real assets and intangible non-financial assets for 
some of the sectors into the system. It appears, how- 
ever, that in the case of non-financial assets, problems 
of valuation and data availability as well as other 
difficulties are sufficiently great that it may be im- 
possible to construct a full system of balance sheet 
accounts in the foreseeable future. 


The draft international guidelines of the United 
Nations for national and sector balance sheets also in- 
clude an explicit set of reconciliation accounts so that 
the difference between successive balance sheet posi- 
tions can be related to financial transactions. In the 
Canadian system these reconciliation accounts, which 
consist primarily of valuation adjustments, adjust- 
ments due to changes in financial structure, coverage 
changes, as well as other miscellaneous adjustments 
are implicit and are not published as such. 


The present accounts also differ from the United 
Nations guidelines on valuation procedures. The 
United Nations guidelines suggest that financial in- 
struments should be valued at market value, whereas 
in the Canadian accounts it was not possible to follow 
a uniform valuation procedure.

Les comptes de bilan canadiens et les comptes de 
bilan nationaux et sectoriels des Nations Unies 


Le systéme actuel des comptes de bilan comporte des la- 
cunes et des faiblesses évidentes lorsqu’on le compare aux li- 
gnes directrices des Nations Unies3. Les bilans sectoriels du 
systéme des Nations Unies sont exhaustifs car ils englobent 
lactif financier et non financier, le passif et la valeur nette; 
par contre, les comptes canadiens actuels ne constituent 
qu’une série de bilans partiels puisqu’ils se limitent aux don- 
nées sur l’actif et le passif purement financiers. On pourra 
peut-€tre, 4 une date ultérieure, intégrer au systéme les don- 
nées sur les actifs non financiers (réels et incorporels) d’un 
certain nombre de secteurs. Il semble toutefois que l’élabora- 
tion d’un systéme complet de comptes de bilan dans un 
avenir prévisible constitue une gageure, en raison notamment 
des problémes d’évaluation et de données que posent les 
actifs non financiers. 


De plus, les lignes directrices internationales que propo- 
sent provisoirement les Nations Unies pour les bilans natio- 
naux et sectoriels comprennent explicitement une série de 
comptes de rapprochement afin de relier l’écart entre les si- 
tuations successives de bilan aux opérations financiéres. Dans 
le systéme canadien, ces comptes de rapprochement, qui con- 
sistent principalement en des ajustements de valeur, d’autres 
ajustements (imputables aux variations de la structure finan- 
ciére), des modifications de Punivers et des ajustements di- 
vers, sont implicites et ne sont pas publiés comme tels. 


En outre, les comptes actuels se distinguent par leurs mé- 
thodes d’évaluation des lignes directrices des Nations Unies:

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The Relationship of the Balance Sheet Ac- 
counts to the Financial Flow Accounts 


Capital markets have both a flow and a stock (level 
or outstanding) dimension. The existing set of finan- 
cial flow accounts attempts to capture the major as- 
pects of the flow dimension of financial activity. The 
balance sheet accounts are the stock counterpart of 
the transaction flows in financial instruments and 
provide identical sector and instrument detail. It is 
important to note that the flows cannot in general be 
derived by taking the difference between successive 
stock observations. The change in stocks over a given 
period of time consists not only of transaction flows 
but also of valuation adjustments as well as adjust- 
ments due to classification changes and other miscel- 
laneous changes. An example of the former type of 
adjustment occurs in the case of foreign currency de- 
nominated bank deposits. Stocks of foreign currency 
denominated bank deposits are converted to Canadi- 
an dollars using end of period foreign exchange rates. 
In order to approximate the transaction flow between 
the successive end periods an adjustment has to be 
made to take account of changes that may have oc- 
curred in the exchange rate over the period. An 
example of the latter type of adjustment occurs 
when, due to ownership changes, an enterprise shifts 
from the private to the public sector. Thus the fun- 
damental accounting identity relating the balance 
sheet accounts to the financial flow accounts is the 
following: 


closing stock (or level) = opening stock 
(or level) + flow over the period 
+ revaluations and adjustments. 


Some Data Weaknesses and Inconsistencies 


A major problem in attempting to construct a set 
of national balance sheet accounts is that of valua- 
tion. The consensus of current opinion is that finan- 
cial assets and liabilities should be valued at market 
prices.4 Market value data, however, are not 
available for many of the sub-sectors of the system. 
Consequently, the present set of accounts reflects a 
mixture of different valuations. For the most part fi- 
nancial assets and liabilities have been valued at book 
or carrying value. Research is currently underway to 
convert certain categories to a uniform market valua- 
tion wherever possible. 


The lack of uniformity in valuation acerbates the 
problem of obtaining estimates for the personal and 
unincorporated business sectors (Sectors I and II).

Le rapport entre les comptes de bilan et les comptes 
des flux financiers 


Les marchés de capitaux se mesurent 4 la fois en flux et en 
stocks (ou encours). Les comptes actuels des flux financiers 
tentent de saisir les principaux aspects de la dimension 
“flux” de Tlactivité financiére, tandis qu’il revient aux 
comptes de bilan de traduire sa dimension ‘“‘stocks”’ (avec le 
méme niveau de désaggrégation quant aux secteurs et aux ins- 
truments financiers). Il importe de noter qu’on ne peut gé- 
néralement obtenir les flux simplement en faisant la diffé- 
rence entre deux estimations successives de stocks. En effet, 
la variation des encours sur une période donnée se compose 
non seulement de flux de transactions, mais aussi d’ajuste- 
ments de valeur et d’ajustements dus a des modifications de 
classification et a divers facteurs. Le cas des dépots bancaires 
libellés en devises étrangéres constitue un exemple des ajus- 
tements de valeur: les encours de ces dép6ts sont convertis 
en dollars canadiens a l’aide des taux de change de fin de 
période; pour donner une idée des flux d’opérations qui ont 
eu lieu entre deux fins de période successives, il faut donc 
effectuer un adjustement qui tienne compte des variations 
qu’a pu connaitre le taux de change au cours de la période. 
On retrouve un exemple d’ajustement di 4 un changement 
de classification lorsqu’une entreprise passe du secteur privé 
au secteur public aprés une prise de participation majoritaire. 
Ainsi, ’équation comptable qui lie les comptes de bilan aux 
comptes des flux financiers est la suivante: 


encours de fin de période = encours 
en début de période + flux de la période 
+ réévaluations et ajustements. 


Problémes de données 


Construire un ensemble de comptes de bilan nationaux 
pose le probléme important de l’évaluation. L’opinion cou- 
rante veut que l’actif et le passif financiers soient évalués aux 
prix du marché4 mais on ne les connait pas pour un grand 
nombre de sous-secteurs du systéme. C’est pourquoi les 
comptes actuels ont été établis a l’aide de plusieurs mé- 
thodes d’évaluation: pour l’essentiel, l’actif et le passif fi- 
nanciers ont été évalués a leurs valeurs comptables. On 
cherche actuellement a étendre a certaines catégories, dans la 
mesure du possible, une méthode uniforme d’évaluation en 
fonction du marché. 


La non-homogénéité de l’évaluation complique l’obten- 
tion des estimations pour les secteurs des particuliers et des 
entreprises non constituées en sociétés (secteurs I et IT). Ces

These estimates are derived residually rather than 
being based on direct sample observations. In the 
case of corporate shares, valuation on the liability 
side as the sums recorded on the balance sheet for 
share capital plus contributed surplus (i.e., the funds 
originally received for the shares at-the time of issue) 
would lead to severe underestimation of the share- 
holdings of the personal and unincorporated business 
sector. This is because shareholdings of this sector 
are estimated as the sum across corporate sectors of 
share liabilities, less the estimated sum of share assets 
across all sectors except persons and unincorporated 
business. The share assets in other sectors are record- 
ed at book values (i.e., the market price at time of 
purchase) which reflect, among other factors, the ac- 
cumulation of retained earnings between the time of 
issue and the time of purchase. In order to more 
closely approximate market value on the liability side 
and thereby obtain a better estimate of the value of 
shares held by persons and unincorporated business, 
share liabilities are valued at the book value of share- 
holders’ equity, including accumulated retained earn- 
ings; in other words share liabilities are valued at the 
net worth of the company. An independent estimate 
of the shareholdings of the personal and unincorpo- 
rated business sectors using an average annual divi- 
dend yield and the flow of dividends received by the 
personal and unincorporated business sector was 
made for comparison purposes. This latter approach 
yielded estimates below those which appear in these 
accounts. For example, in 1972 the net worth ap- 
proach resulted in a residual estimate for the personal 
and unincorporated business sector of $30.7 billion 
while the average rate of return approach yielded an 
estimate of $22 billion. While it goes without saying 
that both approaches are subject to considerable error, 
it should also be noted that this is amongst the most 
difficult items to estimate in the accounts.5 


In part because the component accounts of the 
Canadian System of National Accounts® were not 
developed simultaneously as elements of a completely 
integrated set of accounts and in part because of prag- 
matic compromises that have been made in the inter-

estimations sont obtenues de facon résiduelle plutdt qu’a 
partir d’un échantillonnage direct. Dans le cas des actions de 
sociétés, une évaluation faite au passif des comptes au moyen 
des sommes inscrites au bilan comme capital-actions et sur- 
plus d’apport (c.-a.-d., les fonds initialement regus au mo- 
ment de l’émission des actions) provoquerait une grave sous- 
estimation des avoirs en actions du secteur des particuliers et 
des entreprises non constituées en société. Cela est da au fait 
que l’on estime les avoirs en actions de ce secteur au moyen 
de la somme par secteur des sociétés des passifs sous forme 
d’actions, déduction faite de la somme estimée des actifs- 
actions de tous les secteurs excepté le secteur des particuliers 
et des entreprises non constituées en société. On inscrit la 
valeur comptable, c.-a-d., le prix du marché au moment de 
Pachat, de l’actif-actions des autres secteurs, qui traduit, en- 
tre autres choses, l’effet de l’accumulation des bénéfices non 
répartis entre le moment de l’émission et celui de l’achat. 
Pour obtenir une meilleure approximation de la valeur du 
marché du cété du passif et par le fait méme une meilleure 
estimation de la valeur des actions détenues par les par- 
ticuliers et les entreprises non constituées en société, on éva- 
lue le passif sous forme de parts a la valeur comptable de 
Pavoir des actionnaires, y compris les bénéfices non répartis 
accumulés; en d’autres termes, le passif sous forme d’actions 
est évalué a la valeur nette de la société. On a effectué, a 
des fins de comparaison, une estimation distincte des avoirs 
en actions du secteur des particuliers et des entreprises indi- 
viduelles, 4 partir du rendement annuel moyen des dividendes 
et du flux des dividendes regus par ce secteur. Cette méthode 
a produit des estimations inférieures a celles qui figurent dans 
les comptes actuels. A titre d’exemple, la méthode de la va- 
leur nette a fourni, pour 1972, une estimation résiduelle de 
$30.7 milliards pour le secteur des particuliers et des entre- 
prises individuelles, alors que la méthode du taux de rende- 
ment moyen a donné une estimation de $22 milliards. Méme 
sil va sans dire que les deux méthodes comportent une marge 
d’erreur considérable il convient de noter que ce poste figure 
parmi les plus difficiles 4 estimerS de tous les comptes. 


Puisque, d’une part, les comptes qui font partie du Sys- 
téme canadien de comptabilité nationale® n’ont pas été éla- 
borés ensemble, c’est-d-dire comme les éléments d’un ensem- 
ble tout a fait intégré, et que, d’autre part, des considérations 
pratiques (précision et économie) ont exigé des compromis,

ests of accuracy or economy, a certain number of in- 
consistencies have arisen in the manner in which the 
different component accounts of the system treat cer- 
tain phenomena. These inconsistencies in treatment 
become most apparent in the financial flow and bal- 
ance sheet accounts which were developed at later 
dates than the other components of the system and 
which draw together data from the other macro-ac- 
counting systems. 


An example of the type of inconsistency that can 
arise is the treatment of retained earnings of foreign 
controlled corporations in Canada in the Canadian 
System of National Accounts. The National Income 


and Expenditure Accounts (Catalogue 13-001), in- 
cludes retained earnings of foreign controlled corpo- 
rations in business profits. This is consistent with the 
treatment in the Quarterly Estimates of the Canadian 
Balance of International Payments (Catalogue 
67-001) which excludes retained earnings of foreign 
controlled corporations from direct investment in Can- 
ada. In the Financial Flow Accounts direct invest- 
ment in Canada is the principal component of catego- 
ry 2512 (Claims on Associated Enterprises — Corpo- 
rate), in the Rest of the World Sector. The treatment 
of retained earnings of foreign controlled corporations 
is thus consistent among the three macro-economic 
flow accounts. In Canada’s International Investment 
Position accounts (Catalogue 67-202) retained earn- 
ings are included in the level of direct investment. 
The balance sheet matrices presented here follow the 
treatment of the International Investment Position 
accounts rather than the treatment in the flow ac- 
counts.7 A number of practical difficulties including 
the method used in valuing shares in the balance sheet 
accounts led to this approach being followed. The 
dissimiliar treatment of retained earnings of foreign 
controlled corporations in Canada in the two sets of 
accounts is in large part accountable for the differ- 
ence between the change in claims on associated 
enterprises-corporate (category 2512, sector XIII) 
which appears in the financial flow accounts and the 
change in claims which is implicit in the balance 
sheet accounts.

Total financial assets and liabilities in the two 
sets of accounts also differ due to different netting proce- 
dures. Published figures may vary due to data revision. 
Essentially the same problems are encountered in linking 
the flows for the Rest of the World sector to the outstand- 
ings as are encountered in relating the data in Canada’s 
balance of international payments to the data in Canada’s 
international investment position. 


la maniére dont les divers comptes du systéme traitent cer- 
tains phénoménes comporte un certain nombre d’incohé- 
rences. Celles-ci se manifestent surtout dans les comptes des 
flux financiers et de bilan, qui ont été élaborés plus tard que 
les autres éléments du systéme et regroupent des données des 
autres systémes de comptabilité macroéconomique. 


A titre d’exemple, citons le cas des bénéfices non répartis 
des sociétés canadiennes sous contréle étranger. Dans les 
Comptes nationaux des revenus et des dépenses (n° 13-001 
au catalogue), les bénéfices non répartis de ces sociétés sont 
totalisés avec les bénéfices des entreprises sous contréle cana- 
dien. Cela concorde avec la méthode des Estimations tri- 
mestrielles de la balance canadienne des paiements interna- 
tionaux (n° 67-001 au catalogue), qui ne prennent pas en 
compte les bénéfices non répartis des sociétés contrélées a 
Pétranger dans les investissements directs au Canada. Dans les 
comptes des flux financiers, les investissements directs au Ca- 
nada représentent le principal élément de la catégorie 2512 
(Créances sur des entreprises associées — constituées) du sec- 
teur du reste du monde. Les trois comptes de flux macro- 
économiques traitent donc de facgon uniforme les bénéfices 
non répartis des sociétés sous contréle étranger. Par contre, 
dans les comptes du Bilan canadien des investissements in- 
ternationaux (n° 67-202 au catalogue), les bénéfices non 
répartis figurent parmi les investissements directs. Les ma- 
trices de bilan présentées ici utilisent la méthode des comptes 
du bilan des investissements internationaux plutdt que celle 
des comptes de flux7. L’adoption de cette approche est 
consécutive 4 un certain nombre de difficultés pratiques, 
dont celles que pose la méthode utilisée pour évaluer les 
actions dans les comptes de bilan. La différence entre le 
traitement accordé aux bénéfices non répartis des sociétés 
canadiennes contrdélées a l’étranger d’une série de comptes 
a l’autre est responsable, dans une large mesure, du contraste 
entre la variation des créances sur des entreprises associées 
constituées (catégorie 2512, secteur XIII) telle qu’elle figure 
dans les comptes des flux financiers, et celle qui est implicite 
dans les comptes de bilan.

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The data prior to 1972 suffer from a number of 
additional shortcomings. These include weak survey 
coverage, survey questionnaires which were not suf- 
ficiently detailed to meet the requirements of the fi- 
nancial flow accounts, and a lack of adequately docu- 
mented records. For some sectors complete balance 
sheet data were not available and surrogate balance 
sheets had to be constructed using incomplete and 
not completely consistent information. In some in- 
stances the raw data were so meagre that the year- 
end outstandings prior to 1972 were obtained by 
subtracting annual flows from a 1972 benchimark. 


Data Sources 


In general, the balance sheet accounts are con- 
structed using the same basic sources of information 
as the financial flow accounts. Over the period from 
the first quarter of 1970 to the third quarter of 1975, 
descriptions of the data sources and the methods 
used to obtain financial flows for the various sectors 
appeared in the Financial Flow Accounts (Catalogue 
13-002) on a regular basis. However, due to the 
changing structure of the Canadian financial system 
as well as changes in the form and sources of data, 
some of these descriptions are now obsolete. A re- 
vised documentation of the flow accounts and the 
balance sheet accounts is in preparation and will 
appear at a later date. The major sources of data 
currently used in the construction of the balance 
sheet accounts appear in the accompanying table.

Consistency of Estimates 


With respect to changes in procedure or classifi- 
cation, every attempt was made to ensure that level 
estimates agree with financial flow estimates. Conse- 
quently, the footnotes to the financial flow estimates 
also apply to the national balance sheet estimates.

Sector I and If — Persons and Unincorporated Business 


Most of the categories in Sector I and II are derived 
residually. Consequently, any deficiencies of coverage, 
differences in method of valuation, etc., will result in 
errors in Sector I and II. A short discussion on how 
the data are compiled for the four categories which are 
not derived residually follows. 


The consumer credit asset (category 2321) is the 
amount of consumer credit extended by unincorpo- 
rated business. The estimate is calculated by splitting 
consumer credit balances outstanding between incor- 
porated and unincorporated business for furniture, 
television, radio and household appliance stores and 
other retail dealers. 


The estimate of mortgage holdings (category 2410) 
is composed of two parts: the mortgage holding of 
estates, trust and agencies and the direct mortgage 
holdings of individuals. The estimate for the first com- 
ponent is based on CMHC data. The estimate for the 
second component is based on taxation data, i.e., per- 
sonal mortgage interest income is capitalized to ob- 
tain an estimate of the mortgage holdings of indivi- 
duals. 


The finance and other short-term paper liability 


(category 3350) is obtained from the short-term paper 
survey of the Bank of Canada. 


The bond liability (category 3424) is also based on 


Bank of Canada information. Universities and chari- 
table institutions are examples of the types of institu- 
tions included in this sector which issue bonds.

At the time of the last historical publication, for- 
eign currency deposits of Canadian chartered banks 
with other chartered banks in Canada were excluded 
from both sides of the balance sheet in an attempt to 
present a consolidated banking sector. Since the con- 
struction of a fully consolidated banking statement 
is not possible with currently available data, both the 
flows and the year-end outstandings have been re- 
vised historically back to 1968 (when these items first 
became significant) to include interbank foreign cur- 
rency deposits on both the asset (2313) and liability 
(3313) sides of the balance sheet.

Commencing with 1969 data for net purchases of 
existing assets for Sectors III and IV are obtained 
by direct estimation derived from a variety of 
sources. While these estimates are not comprehen- 
sive it is considered that the direct estimation pro- 
cedure produces estimates superior to those for- 
merly obtained when residual estimation tech- 
niques were employed. In general it has not been 
possible to compile direct estimates for the years 
1962 - 1968. 


. Government claims on associated enterprises (cate- 


gories 2513 and 3513) include claims of general 
levels of government on their associated enter- 
prises and claims of government enterprises on 
their subsidiaries. Transactions covered by this 
category for the flows are loans, advances and 
notes payable owing to government or parent 
government enterprises and capital stock held by 
government or government enterprises. The 
balance sheet levels for this category also include 
unremitted profits earned by government enter- 
prises and their subsidiaries. 


In the last historical publication shares issued by 
the Canada Development Corporation to the fede- 
ral government were allocated to the share capital 
category (3520 in Sector IX.] and 2520 in Sector 
X). The data have been revised in this publication 
in accordance with the general definition of the 
government claims category, i.e., shares of govern-
